cum ipfſe Dominus flebat ? Ttis no maruell if MarÞ Ayo!t.ſer.:3. 
greeued, when as her Lord himſelfe wept; not as be- 
wayling the dead man-whom hee preſently intended 
borh to rayfe and'to reconer, but the dead mans finne 
which had attrated death for punifhment. S7car mors 
anime freceſſit deſerente Des, fic mors corporys ſecuta 
e/t deſerente animd. Thus then in all ſorrow this is 
rhe higheſt note, Woe vnto vs that we haue ſinned. La. 5. 15. 
The death of theſou'e was firſt when God forſooke 

ir; and thedcath of the body ſoone followed , the 
ſoule forſaking it in condignerecompence. VWhence 
in the truth of tudgement, the juſt cauſes of extreme 
ſorrow in a manare; wel carmripſe, wel cum proximm 
offenait Deum : when either himſelfe or ſome other 
offend his God. And though a man may ſeeke, yet 
ſhall hee neuer finde any true cauſe like vnto this, Pe miſerid 5+ 
Which cauſed Anfelmus to phraſe it in theſetermes :

And yet in this we muſt not ſorrow 2s men wirh- 
out hope : for with God there is mercy that hee 
might be feared ; matores motus impediumt minores : 
the greater wheeles doc hinder the leſlers motion,and 
the ſonne of God rhe finncs of man. - Subordinate 
powers hauing bur limited authority ; mooucd from 
abone as is theinferiour by the higher orbe, the pro- 
conſul can doc nothing but what the: Conſull plea- 
ſeth either to command or to permit : as preſumpris 
ſuperbie de proprie ingenio, tSa courſe held withour 
carde or compaſle, a mans owne works being a weak 
ſtafte to leane vpon.

which lately menaced death : thus the waters which 
[[racl teared would haue drowned them, are on both 
{ides as rampiers to defend them : the Lions fawne 
on Danze! and deuour his aduerſaries : and the dogs 
that ſhould hauc bawled at Zazares did licke his 
ſores. The Drumme beaten a farreoft, maketh a 
fearcfull noyſe ; comenecere and open it, andir ſhews 
its owneemprineſle, and our Panicke feare. Thus e- 
uery paihion hath bounds and limits ; a man may be 
tranſported too much both in ioy and ſorrow, as hee 
that windeth vp the ſtrings too high, and he that ler- 
teth them downe too low, docth marre the mulicke. 
Pope Leo the tenth that died for ioy was as erro- 
neous, as others that dycd with griete. P/rnze tel. 
leth of a Lake, thar althovgh you powre in neuer ſo 
much,it runneth not.ouer, and let out abundance, yer 
it ſtill is full. Mans heart ſhould bee ſo tempered, as 
thar.affetions ſhould neither runne out of ir, noro- 
ucrit_: for the ohe wou'd make men ſtony hearted, 
the other efteminately minded.

{pare one to manies ruine: but God in heauen cuts off 
his childrenfor the wickeds forer puniſhment, that 
their defences being ſurpriſed , hee might haue none 
togiue ſtoppage to his intended vengeance.

Giuing ſuch a pregnant 
proofe of imminent danger,quia defect ſanitusthere 
is not one godly man left, the faythtull are miniſhed 
from rhe children of men.
